Report of the Superintending 


ScHOOL CoMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF Conway, N. H. 


For the Year ending March 1, 1879.

A general improvement has been observable in the schools 
of the town during the year. ‘This has been due very largely 
to the fact that the teachers employed have been better qualified 
for the work, as could have been seen when they were examined, 
and have appreciated, more fully than is too often the case, 
their duty to themselves and the public, to give their pupils the 
full advantage of the very limited opportunities for educaticn 
atlorded in our Public Schools. 

_ It is to be desired that there should be a more general atten- 
dance of teachers at the public examination in May. 

This is not only a matter of convenience for Committee and 
Teachers, but has a tendency to impress the teachers with the 
great importance of positive qualifications for the work, not 
only in book learning, but also in general information, and in 
those qualities of mind and heart, which fit one for the teacher’s 
work. While believing that as a general rule female teachers 
are more desirable and profitable for our district schools, it has 
been very evident that the employment of some male teachers 
has been to the advantage of the schools of the town. 

The schools taught by Mr. Smart in No. 1, by Mr. Thissell 
in Nos. 6, and 7, by Mr. Nason in Nos. 18, and 3, and by Mr. 
Wallis in No. 15, also the schoolsin Nos. 8, and 14, taught re- 
spectively by Miss Dole and Miss Stover, are to be commended.

Ordinarily it is simply impossible to have a real examina- 
tion in our Country District Schools, both parents and pupils 
giving it no countenance, but in several of these schools partic- 
ularly in No. 15, so good was the teaching and discipline that 
the pupils at the close of the school were not afraid to stand up 
and answer a few questions upon each study of the term, dis- 
playing none of that silliness so often painfully manifested by 
teacher and pupil on such occasions. Something has been ac- 
complished in consolidating school districts. No. 17, has been 
annexed to Nos. 1, and 4, and in consideration of the distance 
to be traveled by some of these children the town should make 
some provision for enabling them to reach school, as from 
sixty-five to seventy-five dollars per year will be saved for the 
schools of the town by this consolidation. 

An effort was made to unite Nos. 19, and 15, which surely 
ought to have succeeded, and a new school-house built as neither | 
district has one suitable for the purpose. 

The effort to unite Nos. 8, 
14, and 15, or 8, and 15, failed. Doubtless the time will come 
for something in this direction. Nos. 5, and 4, have built new 
school-houses, that in No. 4, being the first fine school-building

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 


Breakwater in Swift River. 


Remarks are unnecessary in regard to the necessity for this 
expense. 

Our Citizens manifested much interest inthe matter, and 
persons f:om all paits of the town visited the work as it was 
progressing, and viewed the situation. 

Before incurring this expense the Selectmen consulted with 
many persons of practical experience in constructing brush and 
rock dams, also with many others whose advice and judgment in 
such matters was considered to be of value to the town. 

After this consultation, the breakwater was considered the 
cheapest, and as an experiment, the one promising the best 
results. 

Four freshets have tested and proved the strength of the 
structure, the current of the river is permanently changed, and 
the road and bridge saved, for comparatively a small expense. 

We give below some of the extraordinary or unusual expen- 
ses for the past year.
